The Government of Goa had notified a Policy for Power 
Generation vide No. 152 / 1 /CEE/ TECH /4701 daied 26th March , 
1998 , to encourage private investment in short gestation power 
plants that were essentially expected to supply power to industrial 
consumers at an investment of less than Rs. 400 crores. The study 
of the privatisation ofthe Distribution system done by Sargentand 
Lundy on the advice of International Finance Corporation , in 
June 1998 showed that there is a big demand and supply gap in the 
availability of power due to system constraints. They have

Company to DOE / Transdisco will be as per a Power Purchase 
Agreement entered into between the Government of Goa and the 
generating Company , which will be later assigned to the 
Transdisco .
